It requ ires no thinking or u nder­ 
standing to spend and spend and 
pile u p deb ts; and after it is all said 
and done the New Deal’s solu tion to 
every prob lem is to spend money — 
other people’s money , especially of 
those ivho will h^ve to b ear the tax 
b u rdens of the fu tu re. Bu t it does 
requ ire good ju dgment, planning, 
u nderstanding, and respect for the 
lessons of fiscal experience to oper­ 
ate within the limits of an econom­ 
ical and b alanced b u dget. This cou n­ 
try has not had the b enefits of the 
latter b rand of thinking since the 
New Deal took office, except for the 
early part of 1933 at which time, in­ 
cidentally , this cou ntry had fou r 
months of the sharpest recovery ever 
experienced in any fou r months of 
its history . 
It seems qu ite clear that the spend­ 
ing orgy of the New Dealers is to b e 
explained b v the fact that the Ad­ 


ministration is dominated by peo ple 
who hav% never had to 
wo rk hard 
for their money , who have lived off 
of other people most of their lives, 
and who have never really faced the 
prob lems of making profits and of 
meeting pay rolls. A very large pro­ 
portion of these administrators have 
b een professional politicians or wage 
or salary earners who have not ex­ 
perienced the risks and dangers of 
living off of what they cou ld earn 
b y going into b u siness with their 
own capital. The psy chology of su ch 
people is not healthy in general, they 
have acted as thou gh spending other 
people’s hard-earned money was a 
right specially reserved for them, 
and that the hard-working taxpay er 
was an u ngratefu l wretch if he cou ld 
not appreciate the generosity with 
which his money and that of his chil­ 
dren was b eing spent b y “those who 
knew b est” how to u se it. 
This New Deal Administration 
mu st go down in history as an ag­ 
gregation of profligate spenders— 
eight y ears of mou nting expendi­ 
tu res; eight y ears of hu ge deficits; 
eight y ears of increasing deb t. At the 
■same time it will b e difficu lt to point 
to many worthwhile or fu ndamental 
contrib u tions to the solu tion of ou r 
greatest economic prob lems. Frac- 
tically all these prob lems have sim­ 
ply b een b lanketed with wastefu l 
spending. Most of them remain to 
b e solved, b u t in addition the Amer­ 
ican people will have to face tha 
prob lem created b y the hu ge in­ 
crease in the pu b lic deb t. 
The whole program seems clearly 
to indicate that the Administration 
regards the mass of American people 
as not very intelligent. The methods 
of Michelson and the government 
pu b licity b u reau s; the collecting 
o t 
social insu rance taxes and spending 
them; the monetizing of mu ch of the 
Federal deb t; the devalu ation of the 
dollar to make more dollars; the 
splitting of the deb t to make it seem 
smaller; the infliction u pon the 
American people of an inconvertib le 
paper and overvalu ed silver money ; 
the creation of a Federal Deposit In­ 
su rance Corporation to gu arantee the 
deposits of b anks in which practical­ 
ly all of the cash assets of the Corpo­ 
ration are taken b y the government 
in exchange for the government’s 
I.O.U.’s; the creation of a mu ltitu de 
of government lending corporations 
in which the assets of one are the 
deb ts of another or the deb t of the 
government; the perpetu al “action” 
to 'divert attention from the b ad 
spots in the program; the su b sidizing 
of discontented grou ps; the u se of 
lab els, su ch as “Lib eral,” “Progres­ 
sive,” and “Planners” to ob tain the 
su pport of those impressed b y lab els 
—these and similar things all seem 
to show <the low regard that New 
Dealers have for the intelligence of 
the American people

In certain parts of the b ody 
where there is likely to b e mu ch 
ru b b ing or pressu re, the tissu es 
develop sacs of flu id which serve 
to minimize the effect of the 
irritation. 
Tailors get these little sacs of 
flu id or b u mps from sitting with 
their legs crossed. 
Many people 
get similar b u mps from wearing 
shoes that fit b adly . 
These ap­ 
pear in the form of b u nions at 
the head of the b ig toe, where 
the 
b u rsa 
forms 
b etween 
the 
hardened skin and the callou sed 
b one. 
Little 
ones 
form 
occas­ 
ionally u nder hard corns. 
As a resu lt of continu ed irri­ 
tation and pressu re, the b u rsa 
may b ecome distended with flu id, 
after which it will hu rt when 
tou ched and b ecome tender and 
painfu l when the joint is moved. 
If the condition is chronic, the 
walls of the sac containing the 
flu id b ecome thick. 
There may 
b e b leeding into the b u rsa, and 
when the b lood clots, it will b e­ 
come more solid to the tou ch. 


Dr. L. R. Broster has listed 
the areas in which the b u rsas 
occu r most often. 
The one that 
occu rs over the front of the knee 
cap is called prepatellar b u rsa, 
and also gives rise to a condition 
known as hou semaid’s knee. 
These b u rsas may occu r also 
b ack of the knee cap—sometimes 
at the b ack of the knee itself— 
where 
there may be 
pressu re 
from the clothing.

May b e Mr. Orange Grower will 
decide not to pay su ch a hold-u p 
price, and since 
he 
is 
pretty 
handy with tools he decides to do 
the job himself. Right away the 
first thing he ru ns into is a new 
b u ilding ordinance which tells him 
in effect to stick to his 
orange 
growing and let others do his 
b u ilding. The mere fact tha t Mr. 
Orange Grower owns the 
land 
that the b u ilding is to b e pu t on 
does not mean a thing. He mu st 
learn that this is the era of a 
more ab u ndant life and increased 
income levels—for some one else. 
He is now 
faced 
with 
three 
alternatives. He may pay as de­ 
manded; he may b u ild a smaller 
b u ilding for the 100 b ox b u dget; 
or he may refu se to b u ild alto­ 
gether. 
If he tries the first alternative 
the carpenter gains and the grow­ 
er loses. If he tries the second 
only the grower loses. Bu t if he 
decides on the third they b oth 
lose. 
I think if Mr. Lane will take 
the time to average this thing 
u p he will discover that collec­ 
tive b argaining is very detrim en­ 
tal to wage levels.

BA SIC EDUCATIO N 
I do not worry about the book 
education of a child who can learn 
to read. If he reads well, and by 
reading I 
mean 
understanding 
what he reads so he puts it in 
clear English, he 
can 
educate 
himself. 
That means I do not 
worry about an I. Q., of a hun­ 
dred, or even of one of ninety, if 
that child can read intelligently. 
Many a child cannot learn to do 
arithmetic in the grade that re­ 
quires it. 
When I meet such a 
child I center on teaching him to 
read intelligently. 
I begin with 
the simplest statements in arith­ 
metic, have the child read them, 
state what they mean in clear 
language, write that statement, 
and let it go at that. The arith­ 
metic processes can wait until the 
background is prepared for them 
through intelligent reading. 
This holds good for all the other 
subjects. 
A child never grows 
evenly, never develops his powers 
equally and at the same time. 
One power drives ahead, another 
lags. Then the process is reversed 
and the one slows down and the 
other forges ahead. Always there 
is a forward movement, but with­ 
in it is the back-and* forth move­ 
ment as well. 
That is why an 
I. Q. changes. It does change, no 
matter what anybody says to the 
contrary. 
I have seen it again 
and again. 
Take the I. Q., as a 
tentative measure, a fact of to­ 
day; use it for program purposes, 
but don’t make it a finality. There 
is no finality in life, much less in 
childhood. 
I believe that children in ele­ 
mentary 
grades 
ought to read 
aiOu d daily to the class and teach­ 
er. 
Silent reading may be all 
right for those who know how 
to read, but it is dangerous for 
those who have not the ability 
perfected. There is nothing easier 
than for a child to read himself 
into mental sleep. The words pass 
rhythmically across hi* mind, but 
they d o not touch his mind unless 
that mind has been trained to in­ 
terpret them, and apply them. 
Good reading, that is, intelligent 
reading that registers in the mind 
of the child, that gives him knowl­ 
edge which he can apply, is basis 
to all book education, and most 
other kinds. 
The teacher in the 
primary grades has a great re­ 
sponsibility here. 
It is she who 
lays the foundation for all other 
teaching. 
It is she who teaches 
a child to read well, and so opens 
the way for all other learning to 
reach him. 


Unfortunately there are some 
children who cannot be taught to 
read by ordinary methods. These 
should be referred to the psycho­ 
logical clinic for diagnosis 
and 
treatment. 
Some of them can be 
helped, some can bo cured; only 
a few must be counted as hope­ 
less. 
These children need help in the 
early years of their training. The 
sixth and seventh years of their 
lives are usually the ones in which 


they learn to read. If those years 
are allowed to pass without this 
accomplishment, 
the outlook is 
dark for the reading power of that 
child. Reading is basic to a sound 
education. Be anxious about it.
